U.S. Orbits 2 Satellites 
To Spot Missile Shots 
And Warn of Storms

The double space success was 
scored in Satellite launchings 
from Cape Canaveral, Fla., by 
the federal civilian space agency 
and from Point Arguello, Calif., 
by the Air Force. 


TIROS AT CAPE 


From Cape Canaveral, at 5:25 
a.m., a 285-pound Tiros meteoro- 
logical satellite was launched by 
a three-stage Thor Delta rocket 
into a near circular orbit some 
450 to 500 miles high. With its

Nearly five hours later, a 3,500- 
pound Midas satellite was sent 
into a record 1,850-mile-high or- 
bit by a two-stage Atlas Agena 
rocket.

III to orbit at about 500 miles but 
said the higher orbit simply 
means it could scan a larger 
area of the earth at any given 
moment.

Electric Co., Radio Corporation 
of America and six other defense 
contractors signed White House 
agreements Wednesday aimed at 
improving the access of Negroes 
to jobs and promotions. 


The presidents of the eight com- 
panies, employing a total of 
760,000 workers, signed  long- 
range “plans for progress” with 
Vice President Lyndon B. John- 
son, chairman of the President’s 
Committee on Equal Employment 
Opportunities. 


The joint agreements were ne- 
gotiated as part of the commit- 
tee’s drive for voluntary coopera- 
tion with Kennedy’s March 6 ex- 
ecutive order. The order banned 
discrimination in hiring and pro- 
motion by companies with fed- 
eral contracts. 

HAILED BY KENNEDY 

Commending the company pres- 
idents, Kennedy said the agree- 
ments gave hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers a “‘fair chance’”’ 
regardless of race. He said the 
federal government hoped to “‘se- 
cure the adherence of many more 
of the nation’s largest employers 
to similar agreements’: during 
the next few months. 


Such government-industry 
agreements, the President added, 
in a separate statement issued 
by the White House, ‘“‘hold great- 
er promise of tangible, measur- 
able progress than all our pre 
vious efforts to secure equal em- 
ployment for Americans.”

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Must We Restrict 
The Vote Further? 


There long has been a need for reform 
of Georgia election laws, not only to cor- 
rect the flagrant abuse of the individual 
franchise under the county unit system 
but in other areas as well. 

None can forget the confusion last year 
about unpledged electors, a device by 
which politicians sought to usurp the will 
of the people. Similarly, keeping the 
names of presidential candidates off the 
ballot is designed to confuse and circum- 
vent the right of individual citizens to 
vote for the candidate of their choice. 

Our election laws seem designed de- 
liberately to discourage voting, to make 
casting a ballot as difficult as possible 
and restrict politiAl control to a one- 
party-in-nanie machine. Their effective- 
ness can be judged by the number of peo- 
ple who stay away from the polls in 
droves. 

Presumably to correct some of the 
confusion, a Legislative Elections Laws 
Study Committee is now at work. It has 
a great opportunity but an opportunity 
that will be lost if it proceeds with sug- 
gestions to make it even more difficult to 
make a choice. 

At present it is necessary for a candi- 
date not selected in a primary to submit 
a petition signed by 5 per cent of the vot- 
ers in order to get on the general election 
ballot. This extends from local to state 
elections. The committee seriously is con- 
sidering raising this requirement to 20 per 
cent. 

Such a move can be interpreted to 
mean only one thing—an effort to make 
even more difficult, if not impossible, the 
development of a two-party system in the 
state. No true believer in representative 
government can have sympathy with such 
moves to perpetuate political control in 
the hands of a few.

Ayub Makes U.S. Task 
More Difficult in Asia 


President Kennedy’s meeting in Wash- 
ington with President Ayub Khan of 
Pakistan should clear the air between the 
two nations. 

Ayub has made no bones about his 
displeasure with American military aid to 
India, which he fears may be used against 
his country. He has been unhappy, too, 
over U. S. economic aid to neutralist In- 
dia which he regards as rewarding that 
country more than our military ally, 
Pakistan.

2 eS a 
Readiness of Reservists 
To Be Put to Test? 


Readiness of U.S. Reserve forces in 
event of emergency has been a frequent 
topic of discussion within the armed 
forces and in and out of Congress. This 
discussion and frequent changes of direc- 
tion has had its effect on the morale of 
individual reservists but out of it prob- 
ably has come a reserve establishment 
freed of much dead weight and with a 
higher degree of effectiveness. 


That they may have to meet the test 
within the next few weeks has become a 
distinct possibility. Faced with the Ber- 
lin crisis, the Pentagon is considering 
plans for calling up reserve units for a 
speedy buildup if needed. If the response 
throughout the country is similar to that 
of reserve leaders in this area, the state 
of readiness is gratifying indeed. 

Thus once again the “citizen-soldier” 
concept is being acknowledged as a most 
necessary backup to the regular forces, 
especially in planning for conventional- 
type wars and for recovery and restrike 
capabilities in case of nuclear war. Re- 
serve forces as a substitute for massive 
standing armies are and have been a part 
of our deterrent strength. 


Faithful reservists who have stayed 
with the program through all the ups and 
downs deserve credit and support of their 
communities and the nation. Right now 
we realize again their value and contri- 
butions to national defense. Their extent 
of readiness today and tomorrow depends 
upon proper leadership, guidance and na- 
tional support.

It was interesting and encouraging to hear the Byrd candidate for 
governor, Albertis S. Harrison, praise ‘“‘the discovery that laws did 
not have to be written providing segregation, nor yet providing in- 
tegration. They could be written providing freedom.” 

That is just about what Gov. Lindsey Almond was saying in 1959 
when, without Byrd’s help, he stood up under fire to save Virgina’s 
schools. 

What Sen. Byrd did not lick, he joined. That is progress of a sort, 


in the past. A, full 
anti-Byrd slate ran for governor, lieutenant governor and attorney 
general, demanding that the Commonwealth of Jefferson get up off 
its past and thrust more creatively toward a future.

His racial views are responsible and his character 
and political bearing match the quality expected of a Virginian. Byrd 
candidates usually are good men. 

This really has been a key strength in perpetuating Sen. Byrd’s 
hold in Virginia: he is honest, and insists upon impeccable honesty 
in office—good sills. But they are only part of the undergirding 
that once made Virginia the creator of American advance, not simply 
the keeper of the status quo. 

Tuesday's victory does not mean Sen. Byrd has moved much in 
his philosophy of the status quo.

He has been fairly active on 
the social circuit, but mainly 
with the other Communist am- 
bassadors and the _ representa- 
tives of the new countries of Asia 
and Africa. Otherwise, he has 
been correct to representatives 
of the Western countries, but de- 
cidedly remote and even quar- 
relsome. 

For any other Soviet repre- 
sentative this would be normal 
behavior at a tense time be- 
tween the United States and the 
U.S.S.R., but Menshikov was sup- 
posed to be different. When he 
came here he emphasized that 
no matter how things were going 
in the larger world of internation- 
al diplomacy, it was important to 
maintain friendly personal rela- 
tions, free of the acrimonious 
quarrels of nations. 


Lately, bowever, he has be- 
come a mirror of the Moscow 
mood. 


When the U2 spy plane incident 
aroused Nikita Khrushchev’s an- 
ger, and virtually ended useful 
diplomatic intercourse with the 
Eisenhower administration, Men- 
shikov vanished from the scene.

more. When key officials of the 
new administration were chosen, 
or, as in the case of Dean Rusk, 


“when they were even mentioned 


in the press as being under con- 
sideration for top posts, he got in 
touch with them personally and 
set himself the task of wooing the 
new team. 

Now not only Menshikov but 
his whole staff seem to have 
withdrawn again. His minister 
counsellor, Mikhail N. Smirnov- 
sky, is just as unavailable as the 
ambassador. Same goes for his 
seven embassy counsellors, 10 
first secretaries, nine second 
secretaries, 13 third secretaries, 
13 attaches and all the rest of 
his 68-man staff. 

It is a strange and even dan- 
gerous business. The time for 
finding out what is going on 
around here is not when there 
are no problems but when the 
problems become acute. Then it 
is vital that diplomatic missions 
do what they can to make as 
clear as they can to their gov- 
ernments the temper and inten- 
tions of the government to which 
they are accredited. 

Khrushchev's statements __in 
public and some of his recent 
private remarks indicate that he 
is reading dispatches in the 
American newspapers, but Men- 
shikov is clearly more out of 
touch with the personalities of 
this government than at any 
other delicate period since he 
came to Washington.

PARIS—Any Latvian, Esthonian or Lithu- 
anian born in July, 1940, would come of age this 


en week having lived his entire life as a Soviet citi- 
zen. For it is precisely 21 years since Russia absorbed the Baltic 
states as one consequence of the Hitler-Stalin pact. This sad anni- 
versary is useful to contemplate as Moscow’s dynamism seeks to 
consolidate its position in Eastern Europe by means of a carefully 


engendered Berlin crisis. 

Berlin is the symbol but the 
thing Khrushchev most wants is 
formal recognition of his sphere 
of influence. 

When the weak Soviet state 
had finally managed to squash 
counter-revolution and foreign in- 
tervention and wound up the Pol- 
ish war in 1922 its area com- 
prised 8,176,000 square miles. 
Since then it has been growing at 
the rate of 30 square miles a day. 


This is, of course, a misleading 


statistic because Russia had been 
shorn of traditional _ territo- 
ries. Nevertheless, although par- 
titioned Poland and Finland have 
been released from Russian sov- 
ereignty since Tsarism, the Sovi- 
et Union remains 174,582 square 
miles larger than when the Ro- 
manoffs ruled. 

We have recognized all kinds of 
Russian territorial changes since 
World War II, We acknowledge 
Moscow's restored control of the 
former Tsarist provinces of Bes- 
sarabia, Ruthenia, East Poland 
and parts of Lapland. Yet we 
have never recognized seizure of 
the little Baltic countries. 

The United States continues of- 
ficially to list diplomatic and 
consular delegates from Latvia, 


Lithuania and Esthonia. Britain 
aecords de facto recognition to 
their annexation but the foreign 
office still grants Baltic dele- 
gates personal diplomatic rank. 
France avows ‘‘existence”’ of the 
three lands and harbors ‘‘minis- 
ters’’ from each. The Quai D’Or- 
say merely confides: ‘‘We don't 
talk about it because it’s hard to 
say what they represent.”’ 

It is worth recalling this curi- 
ous situation as summer unrav- 
els toward an autumn crisis. And 
it is worth considering among 
offers we could make to reinsure 
our tenure in Berlin whether as 
a quid pro quo we might legally 
recognize Russian absorption of 
the Baltic states and also agree 
on the Oder-Neisse border  be- 
tween Germany and Poland, a 
concession already made. by 
France. 

This idea will not be popular 
among Americans who. are, 
thank heavens, idealistic. Yet 
there are certain grim realiza- 
tions in political life. If, in ex- 
change for this gesture of good- 
will we could obtain reaffirmed 
guarantees of West Berlin’s free- 
dom until Germany is reunified,

Gamekeeper Dies 


COLUMBIA, S.C. (®—Alfred A. 
Richardson, 79, the bull-voiced, 


heavy-browed chief game warden 
of South Carolina for nearly half 
a century, died here Wednesday.

The Rev. William F. Childres, a 
Methodist minister from Roberta, 
was named Georgia’s Rural Min- 
ister of the Year Wednesday. 


Childres was one of 13 pastors 
selected from each of 13 states in 
the South by the Progressive 
Farmer magazine and Emory 
University’s School of Theology. 


The Georgian was honored for 
his leadership in an experimental 
idea — the “enlarged charge’”’ 
plan, The plan has resulted in bet- 
ter organization, greater interest 
in stewardship and better-trained 
leadership for six churches in 
Crawford County. 


The 30-year-old minister was 
one of the youngest of the 13 rural 


ministers honored Wednesday 
night at a banquet at Emory Uni- 
versity. 


Childres entered the Methodist 
ministry 11 years ago after grad- 
uating from the Candler School of 
Theology. He has been one of the 
leading figures in recent years in 
town and country work in the 
South Georgia Methodist Confer- 
ence. 


Last month he was named ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Town and 
Country Commission of the South 
Georgia Conference. 


In his plan for the “enlarged 
charge,’ Childres grouped six 
churches of the Roberta charge— 
Roberta, Musella, Knoxville, 
Walker's Chapel, Hebron and 
Bethel—together for a total mem- 


bership of 500. 


Roberta Pastor Named Minister of Year 


Instead of serving these 
churches alone, Childres has a 
staff ministry for the group. He 
has a student associate, a full- 
time rural community church 
worker and himself. 


The population shift from rural 
to urban communities is one of 
the largest problems facing the 
town and country churches today. 
“We hope this plan is the begin- 
ning of the solution to one of our 
problems,” Childres said. 


He feels the use of laymen as 
part-time workers in the individu- 
al churches will greatly aid the 
rural minister who must serve 
more than one church.

The fight began over Florida’s 
requirement that poultry shipped 
into the state carry the wing tags 
and pay an inspection fee of an 
eighth of a cent a pound. Geor- 
gia poultrymen estimated that the 
requirements cost them $325,000 a 
year, about two-thirds of which 
is the cost of tagging the birds. 


Georgia retaliated last Monday 
with Vandiver’s order to put an 
inspection fee on Florida citrus. 
The two states also have broken 
off their reciprocal sales tax 
agreements. 

For a while Wednesday, it 
looked like the tax war would end. 
Vandiver at first thought that the 
tagging requirement, as well as 
the inspection fee, had been lifted. 


Then he called Florida Gov. 


ver and his staff put together a 
new statement in which the gov- 
ernor said he can’t lift the citrus 
fee until some agreement is 
reached about marking Georgia 
poultry. 

Vandiver said Conner. was 
“very cooperative” and said that 
Florida doesn’t require a wing 
tag — only that the chicken be 
labeled in some way. 


Conner suggested rubber stamp- 
ing of carcasses, but sources here 
expressed some doubt late 
Wednesday that this would be a 
suitable alternate to the wing tag. 


Georgia Agriculture Commis- 
sioner Phil Campbell said the 
problem in the labeling require- 
ment is automation. Requiring the 
labels, he explained, slows down 
processing.

Stack Holds Out 


On Untouchables 


The Untouchables, a crime drama series which 
grew out of a two-part play based on the life of Al 


Capone, Chicago mobster, 


there’s no need to fret yet. 


Robert Stack, who has played 
the key role of Eliot Ness, 
federal agent, with consumate 
skill, is play- 
ing hard to 
get. His three- 
year contract 
has expired 
and it seems, 
he wants more 
money and 
provisions 
which will per- 
mit him to 
make a movie 
now and then. 

At least one 
independent TV station has can- 
celed the series and there’s a 
chance it will not be offered in 
Cleveland, Ohio. No specific 
reason was given for the can- 
cellation by the Cleveland sta- 
tion, WEWS. The series has 
been declined by a competing 
station, WJW-TV, and a third 
outlet, KYW, has indicated it 
will not offer The Untouchables, 
which was the subject of heated 
controversy after Italian-born 
Americans voiced objections 
over the fact that many gang- 
Sters portrayed in the series 
have been Italians.

Cancellation of the series by 
the Cleveland station probably 
has created more consternation 
in Hollywood than has Stack’s 
unwillingness to sign a new con- 
tract. In time Stack probably 


. will come around. His holdout 


for better salary terms and 
working conditions just might 
be part of a scheme to ballyhoo 
the series and to arouse public 
sentiment in his behalf which 
would not harm the show’s 
popularity one iota. 


But the local cancellation of 
the show might lead to serious 
consequences. 


I am surprised that the Cleve- 
land station dropped the show. 
It has been one of the highest- 
rated programs on the air al- 
most since it began. Appearing, 
as it does, in the prime 9:30- 
10:30 p.m. spot it accounts for 
more revenue than any other 
hour-long show on the ABC-TV 
schedule.

Since the station gave no 
reason for the cancellation I 
can only draw the conclusion 
that the wave of criticism di- 
rected at violence on television 
influenced the decision. 
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STACK SAID recently that the 
show would be back next sea- 
son but he did nat indicate 
whether he would be among the 
cast. 

At the same time he expressed 
the opinion that The Untouch- 
ables might fold at the conclu- 
sion of the 1961-62 season. I feel 
this is entirely possible because 
the series has almost exhaust- 
ed its supply of goad story 
ideas. Shows have been devel- 
oped around almost all of the 
“name’’ gangsters. From here 
on out writers would have to 
create fictional characters for 
the intrepid band of law en- 
forcement officers to pursue. 


“My contract was for three 
years,”’ said the Emmy award- 
winning actor. ‘“‘And frankly it 
was that way because of our 
fear of the saturation of the 
medium. 


“That does not preclude a 
fourth year—or maybe more. 
But it is up to my bosses, ABC, 
to find a reason to do more. 


“My original contract had a 
provision which gave me time 
off to make movies but with a 
week lyTV show I haven't had 
any. 


“Of course, if someone put 
a million bucks tax-free in the 
bank, it would be worth contin- 
uing, but that’s not likely.” 


Presently Stack is mulling a 
proposition to co-star with Eliz- 
abeth Taylor in “The Carpet- 
baggers,’’ a multimillion-dollar 
motion picture production. 


Stack is one of the few actors 
in Hollywood who is a native of 
that area of California. He has 
enjoyed financial security all of 
his life and, since he has ap- 
peared on The Untouchables for 
three years, I’m sure he has 
stuffed away enough money to 
insure that his pantry will be 
well stocked with groceries for 
a long, long time. 


I think the show might get 
along without Stack. A new 
principal character might be in- 
troduced in his place because I 
have thought all along that the 
actors who impersonated mob- 
Sters, not Stack, were the 
“‘stars”’ of the show.

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REPORT FROM GHANA 


Texas Sam Is Roving Ambassador

ACCRA, Ghana—lIf anyone ever 
gets around to striking an ‘‘Unof- 
ficial Roving American Ambas- 
sador of Goodwill” medal, then 
certainly Leo P. Sam should be 
one of its very first recipients. 


For this personable, 31-year-old 
Negro from Beaumont, Tex., has 
spent the last six months in ex- 
haustive travel throughout the 
length and breadth of 16 African 
nations. His purpose: To lay the 
groundwork for this year’s op- 
eration of one of America’s most 
highly respected and successful 
people-to-people friendship pro- 
grams. 


OPERATION CROSSROADS 


Called “Operation Crossroads 
Africa,” this privately sponsored 
project, whose goal is the 
strengthening of the bonds of 
friendship and understanding be- 
tween the people of the United 
States and Africa, was established 
in 1958 by the distinguished New 
York Negro pastor, Dr. James 
H. Robinson. 


During the summer of that 
year, 60 American college stu- 
dents. were recruited and dis- 
patched to five African countries 
where, working manually side- 
by-side with African students, 
they constructed roads, schools, 
dispensaries, reservoirs—and any- 
thing else that needed building 
in or near the remote villages 


where they lived and worked. 


The program proved so suc- 
cessful and popular that it was 
rapidly expanded in the next few 
years. According to Sam (who 
was appointed field director of 
“Operation Crossroads Africa’’ in 
December 1960) 210 students have 
just arrived in Africa on their 
1961 summer ‘vacations’ to 
carry on the magnificent work of 
their predecessors. Thirty-four of 
them, including 10 girls, have 
been assigned to Ghana, while 
the rest are distributed among 15 
other nations. 


PERSUADES AFRICANS 

It was Sam’s responsibility this 
year to persuade as many Afri- 
can leaders as possible to allow 
“Crossroads” to work in their 
respective countries, and, once 
they had agreed, to make sure 
they made adequate preparations 
to receive the students. Now 
that the ‘‘Crossroaders’’ have ar- 
rived and begun their work in the 
16 countries that agreed to accept 
them, it is Sam’s job to see to 
it that all goes well with them 
while they remain in Africa. 


This stupendous “babysitting” 
task will require him to be con- 
stantly on the hop back and forth 
among 16 nations interested with 
many long and tedius trips into 
the hinterlands to visit his charges 
in their isolated villages. 


This may seem like a mighty 
tall order for a man so young

Sam was educated at Xavier 
University in New Orleans, La., 
and then went on to do graduate 
work in international relations at 
New York University and Cam- 
bridge University in England. He 
married his hometown sweet- 
heart (a schoolteacher) last De- 
cember—the same month he was 
appointed. field representative of 
“Operation Crossroads Africa”— 
and brought his attractive bride 
along with him to Africa. She is 
presently in Accra, where Sam 
will have his summer headquar- 
ters, and intends to work with the 
“Crossroaders” on one of their 
two projects in Ghana. 


To say that Sam is proud of 
the 210 students under his care 
would be putting it mildly. His 
enthusiasm for the ‘“Crossroad- 
ers” and their mission is both 
boundless and catching. He is 
particularly proud and rightfully 
so of the fact that they come 
from colleges and universities in 
all parts of the United States— 
North, South, East and West, 
and from all walks of life. Fur- 
thermore, they represent a multi- 
tude of races and creeds for 
among them are whites, Negroes, 
Chinese, Filipinos, Mexicans and 
an Indian (Canadian). 


Although Negroes account for 
only 15 per cent of the group, 
Sam hopes that in coming years 
the program will be able to at- 
tract many more such persons to 
its banner. 


STUDENTS SCREENED 


The students chosen for this 
summer’s project were carefully 
screened from over 800 appli- 
cants. Those picked were asked to 
pay approximately half the cost 
of their individual expenses—or 
$900. 


Students who were unable to 
afford this amount paid as much 


| as they could and “Operations 


Crossroads Africa’ paid the rest. 
‘A few students who are financial- 
ly able pay the full amount of 
$2,000, and some parents have 
been known not only to finance 
the entire cost for a son or daugh- 
ter but also for another less well- 
endowed “‘Crossroader” besides.) 


According to Sam, the total bill 
for the 1961 operation will amount 
to over $400,000. As “Operation 
Crossroads Africa’’ is completely 
a private, nonprofit organization, 
it receives financial grants from 


churches, foundations, individuals 


and businesses (many of which 
have branches in Africa). 


TO BUILD VILLAGE 

In Ghana this year the “‘Cross- 
roaders” will work on two proj- 
ects. Fourteen students will help 
build a model village near the 
small town of Gyaaman in the 


img 20 will help construct a school 
in the villages of Nkwatia in the 
Eastern region. 

They will work alongside Afri- 
can students and village volun- 
teers, eat African food and in gen- 
eral live in the manner of their 
hosts. In their spare time they 
will teach English and will con- 
duct clases in hygiene and nutri- 
tion for the women of the village. 


For each “Crossroads” project 
there is a “project leader.’’ The 


_Gyaaman group will be led by the 
Rev. Dale E. Hewitt, who for the 


last five years has been moder- 
ator of the American Indian 
Churches in Oklahoma, and the 
Nkwatia group by Antonia M. 
Blackburn Jr., who is a teacher 
of fine arts in the Cincinnati 
(Ohio) high school system.

She swims as much of the sea- 
son as possible, in the pool be- 
fore breakfast and again after 
coming home in the evening.

Any swim stroke is good, but 
some are particularly helpful for 
fixing certain figure faults. My 
favorite for desk workers is a 
smooth back stroke. The rhyth- 
mic reaching back with alter- 
nate arms and pulling smooth- 
ly through the water squares 
the shoulders and counteracts 
the continual forward bending. 


The back stroke tones the pec- 
toral muscles of the chest and 
upper arms and also makes for 
a slim willowy waist and mid- 
riff.
